Please amend claim 8 to depend upon claim 1 rather than claim 2. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither teaches nor suggests the claimed composition. As noted previously, Cai et al. 
teaches very specific co-gelling agents and does not provide the skilled artisan with 
reason to expect that other co-gelling agents could be used. Note for instance that all 
the gelling agents taught therein are not comparable, since dibenzylidene sorbitol is 
useful only in anhydrous systems. There is no motivation to use other co-gelling agents 
with the expectation of obtaining a predictable result.
